Washington, April 29.—(8pecial.)— 
Vice President Culp, of the Southern 
Raliway, has called a conference of 
representatives of the railroads enter- 
ing Atlanta, to be held within the next 
week, at which the question of graunt- 
ing the “stop-over privilege” to At- 
lanta will be discussed and decided 


upon. 

This was the statement made to 
Mayor Maddox, F. J. Paxon, president 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
and John W. Grant, when the At- 
lentans called at Southern Railway 
headquarters, with Barbour Thompson, 
of the Southern, this afternoon. They 
told Mr. Culp that Atlanta had made 
up its mind that it wanted stop-overs, 
and usually got what it wanted when 
it wanted it. 

Mect at Central Point. 

The meeting to determige whether 
or not stop-overs should® be granted 
on all tickets reading through Atlanta 
Was originally scheduled to take place 
ind@itlanta on Tuesday next. On ac-

President Paxon said:

It seems that the main difficulty in 
the way is the fear of the railroads 
that ticket speculators would reap a 
rich Harvest, dealing in tickets on 
which there was a stop-over privilege. 
To overcome this objection, the At- 
lantans practically pledged themselves 
to work for such a measure to the city 
couneif as would prohibit the operation 
ef ticket scalpers. 

“We have just made up our minds 
that Atlanta is as much entitled to 
stop-overs as New Orleans, Washing- 
ton or any other city,” said Mr. Paxon. 
“It is entirely possible that not one 
person in a hundred who buys a ticket 
through Atlanta will wish to take ad- 
vantage of the privilege of spending a 
few days in the city, but we wish the 
failro&ds to extend them the privilege 
of doing so. Of course we feel that 
the privilege will be used by a great 
many ‘people, and that it will thus be 
of commercial advantage to Atlanta 
and of benefit to the railroads granting 
the concessions. The Constitution has 
been expressing the sentiment of our 
people on this matter.’’ 

Atiantans in Earnest. 

This view was emphasized by Mayor 
Maddoéx and Mr. Grant. There was a

Sation into the sales of cotton, which 
Attorney General Wickersham igs con- 
ducting, has cost the American peo- 
Ple nearly $40,000,000.” 


So asserted Senator Smith, of South| ~— 


Carolina, in the senate today. He was 
making a speech in the hapé of per- 
suading the senate to adof the res- 
Olution directing the attoPney general 
to ascertain the names of the persons 
who sold the cotton to the New York 
pool. 
Remarkable Figures. 

Mr. Smith said that whereas 
Only $40,000,000 worth of manufactur- 
ed goods had been exported last year, 
$600,000,000 worth of raw cotton had 
been sent abroad. This year the cotton 
exportation, he said, would be about 
$800, 000,000. 

“The attorney general is investigat- 
ing the sales of spot cotton,” he said, 
“Il want him to investigate the sellers— 
to find out who were engaged in trying 
to put down the price. I want him to 
inquire as to the gentlemen who got 
together and sold the cotton without 
having it to sell. * His investigation, 
so far as it has gone, has depressed the 


price to the extent of a cent a pound, 
a total cost to the people at large of 
$40,000,000. ‘i-et him extend the in- | 
quiry so as to show the real facts.” 

Let Him Investigate Providence. ! 

Speaking sarcastically, Mr. Smith»

PUBLIC HONESTY AND THE PRESS. 


Mayor Gaynor, of New York city, spoke some strong truths 
in recent address to members of the Associated Press and the 
Amefican Publishers’ Association, at the joint banquet of these 
bodies in the metropolis. 7 

The influence of newspapers has been a prolific subject for 
debate in this country ever since the evolution of the telegraph, the 
tormation of news associations and the extraordinary growth of 
population gave even the average journal an audience of genuinely 
tormidable proportions. 

‘When all has been said, however, by way of criticism, detrac- 
tion or exaggeration, it remains that the press in America is the 
Jargest single factor in the molding of opinion and the manufactur- 
ing of reputations. 

It was with these features in mind that New York’s pungent 
mayor delivered himself of the following incisive comment touch- 
ing the relation of the press toward the public official: 


“Those having power should use it justly, kindly and moderately. 
That makeg their acts all the more effective. I measure my words in 
saying your power for good is immense. Your power for evil is not so 
great as 8Ome may think. 

“The public officia] who tries his best to do right, cannot be hurt by 
you. Some may abuse him, even lie and forge about him, but they are 
powerless to hurt him. You can neither make nor unmake an honest and 
competent official. 

“The press as a whole is just to public officials. When the election 
is over, its wholesome wish is to see that the one who is elected gives 
good government and to help him do so.” 


With one exception, Judge Gaynor has accurately summarized 
the limitations of journalistic influence in this country. It is ab- 
solutely true that no newspaper can permanently ruin the reputa- 
tion or impair the efficiency of an honest statesman. 

‘But it can temporarily destroy and embarrass his usefulness, 
inciting prejudice and playing upon ignorance, until such time as 


the pendulum swings ‘again toward equity and a disillusioned pub- 
lic makes restitution.

If one of the big driving wheels of 
a railroad passenger engine has seven 
spokes cracked out of a total of four- 
teen, it is no occasion for alarm and 
there is no danger of an accident, ac- 
cording to M. C..Kollock, employed as 
inspector by the railroad commission. 

This expression on the part of In- 
spector Kollock is contained in a re- 
port which he has just submitted to 
Chairman Warner Hill, of the railroad 
commission, following his investiga- 
tion of a report made to the commis- 
sion that passenger engine No. 3859, of 
the Southern railroad, was being 
operated over the line with several 
spokes cracked in one of the drivers. 

The report of the engine’s condition 
was made by A. L Thayer, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., who was a passenger on 
the Southern train drawn by the en- 
gine in question from Columbus to At- 
lanta.

The fish markets saw that the de- 
mand for fish is greater than it has 
ever. been before, and attribute thir 
demand directly to the high price of 
other foodstuffs.

“Notwithstanding the smaliness of 
the salaries, teachers are forced to wait 
for them a year after they are earned, 


‘and as a result many of-the abiest of 


the profession are forced each year 
into other flelds of employment. 

“Instead of making teaching a life 
calling, the average term of service of 
the Georgia teachers is about four 
years. 

“The public ming from the mountain 
to the sea must be appealed to until 
such an extensive sentiment is aroused 
that these conditions will be met, and 
this stain will no longer blot the fair 
name of Georgia. 

“We recommend that similar organi- 
zations, teachers and friends of educa- 
tion throughout the state address a 
memorial to their representatives In 
the next general assembly, demanding 
that such changes be made in our laws 
as will enable the teachers to receive. 
their pay promptly, as do all other 
employees of the states, 

‘We recommend the passage of such 
a law by the general assembly as will 
ultimately destroy the great army of 
illiterates in Georgia, realizing that it 
can be done only by special enactment. 

“The work of R. H. Powell, in his 
efforts to unify the schoo] work in our 
state, is worthy of our consideration 
and cooperation, and we extend to him 
a welcome into the schools cf Henry 
county. 

“We urge upon the teachers to be- 
come identified with the working of 
the Georgia Educational Association 
and attend the sessions as regularly as 
possible, as it is a means of correcti 
evils and imperfections which can be 
done only through organizing.”
